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THE CHINA DEBATE. Wey aad 

Nor even the warmest supporters of the Government can 
affect to be satisfied with the result of the China debate ia 
the House of Lords, given in another column. The excuses - 
which Earl GranviLLE put forward for his action—- or rather 
for his inaction—since the affair at Tientsin were of the most 
vague and superficial kind. Throughout the debate the 
Foreign Secretary and his supporters appeared to forget that 
they were discussing the relations of their country with a 
people evidently bent on nullifying its treaties, and a Go- 
vernment either unable or unwilling to enforce their ob- 
servance. They spoke as if nothing whatever was at stake ; 
entirely putting out of view the fact that an outrage, for 
which retributive justice has not been insisted on, appears to 
the Chinese mind to be a positive advantage gained. It 
cannot be doubted that this is the way in which the man. 
darins now regard the Tientsin Massacre ; and it is even more 
discouraging to observe that nothing that Lord GranviLLe 
said on the occasion will tend to strengthen the hands of our 
Consuls for the future. He was very fairly rebuked by the 
Marquis of Sauispury for the flippancy with which he 
spoke of the “ weakness of British Consuls for the bunt- 
ing of a man-of-war in front of their dwellings;” and 
his explanation that “he did not intend to cast ridicule 
“on our Consuls by that remark, for, if he were a Consul 
“ himself, he should be as anxious as any one to have a 
“ ship of war in his port” only made the matter worse. The 
truth is undoubted that, without the presence of men-of- 
war, our treaties would never have been obtained ; and, 
without such a safeguard, they can never Le expected to be 
observed. The ‘speeches of Earl Grey and the Duke of 
SomerseT—the latter especially—were as illogical as they 
were unfeeling. Some people are generous at the expense 
of their neighbours ; it looks as if these ncble lords were 
determined that their mercy and pity should cost them no- 
thing. They pity the French at the expense of the Chinese 
—the missionaries at the expense of foreigners generally. 
We had better be merciful while we are considered strong, 
than be called upon to show our strength when it may no 
longer be in our power to be merciful. It is idle to rake up 
bygone traditions of grievances long since condoned by trea- 
ties, if they ever had any real existence. Such a course of 
action as the present is surely paving the way for a war 
which will make the presence of a large armed force in the 
Chinese ports matter of necessity, if all that it has cost so 
much time and money to attain is not to be sacrificed to the 
exigencies of the Circumlocution-office. The ambiguity of 
the orders sent out to our representatives in China was truly 
pointed out by Lord Satissury, who, of all the speakers, 
seemed to be most impressed with the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and the decisive policy it so imperatively demands. 
Earl Carnarvon is entitled to the thanks of the China com- 
munity for having brought the subject forward in the wa 
he has ; but we think he cannot be satisfied with the result 
as yet attained, and we hope that he will re-open the ques- 
tion while there is yet time. The most singular thing about 
the debate was that no allusion was made by any of the 
speakers to the mission of the Chinese plenipotentiary now 
in Bordeaux for the express purpose of adjusting the diffi- 
culties which gave rise to Earl CarnaRvon’s motion. The 
name of Counc How was “conspicuous by its absence” 
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It was not once mentioned throughout the debate. We may, 
however, be sure that he is no uninterested observer of the 
situation in France and the debates in our own Parliament, 
and that he will not be slow to turn them to all the advan- 
tage he cau in his communications with his Government. 
We are now informed that the sentence on the mandarins, 
who were ostensibly banished for their complicity in the 
Tientsin outrage,tis not to be carried out after all ; the man- 
darins are to be permitted to return to their homes. 

A correspondent’s letter, which appears in another column, 
will be read with interest, and on which we shall have some- 
thing to say in our next. 


. CHINESE COOLIES IN JAVA. 

By the last mail we received circumstantial accounts of cer- 
tain arbitrary proceedings in connection with coolies, which the 
Dutch authorities owe it to themselves to explain. About a 
year ago a French vessel, the Frederic, chartered with Chi- 
nese coolies, was burned in the roads of Batavia. The coo- 
lies were saved, and encamped in the neighbourhood, where 
they conducted themselves creditably. A few weeks after- 
wards another vessel, the /talia, also chartered with coolies, 
went ashore near Anjer. Many were drowned, and the sur- 
vivors were sent to Batavia. They were free men, and if 
they could not find work it was the duty of the Govern- 
ment to convey them back to their native country. 
Many of the coolies from the Frederic were engaged 
by a private planter, and others by the Dutch Trad- 
ing Company. Some disorders having arisen among 
them, and it being found necessary to call in the police, 
the private planter wished to release his coolies, and Mr. 
Nicaisg, the captain of the Frederic, tried to induce them to 
make another contraot to sail with him. The coolies refased 
to entertain the proposal, and expressed themselves well 
satisfied to remain in Java. The police sided with Mr. 
Nicaise, who had chartered the Hsperance to take the un- 
employed coolies away. Perhaps, says our correspondent, he 
was justified in taking his own coolies, but those from the 
Italia were, in the true sense of the term, shipwrecked 
men, and entitled to the protection of the Dutch Govern- 
ment ; instead of which the police took them on board by 
main force, and the Esperance was despatched, the coolies 
being in very bad case, and the affair being hushed up. 
Another case is mentioned more strikingly illustrating the 
evil. Off the coast of Sumatra a French vessel, the Olivier, 
went ashore ; she was towed into Batavia by a French man- 
of-war, and 230 of these coolies were taken on board, besides 
112 others from the Uncowah and Juanpore. They were 
asked to proceed to Cuba in a small vessel, the Bernicia, and 
on their refusal they were shipped off nolens volens. At least 
this is asserted to be the case by the Batavia papers, though 
the authorities state that a new agreement was entered into 
by the coolies voluntarily. The Government has, however, 
taken no action in the matter, and is consequently suspected 
of tacitly sanctioning the proceedings complained of. 





LORD GRANVILLE AND SIR HARRY ORD. 

It will be in the recollection of our readers that Earl 
GranvitLB, when Colonial Secretary, last year distinctly 
pledged his word to the Straite Association that the two 
steamers Petho and Rainbow should be sold after the ar- 
rival out of the new steamer Pluto. It was, therefore, ex- 
pected that, from the time of the arrival out of the Pluto, a 
check would have been placed on the extravagance which 
has characterised the present Administration in the matter 
of steamers, and that henceforth the colony would have only 
one to maintain iustead of two. We are now, however, 
surprised by the information that not only is a sum of 
$7,000 required for altering the new steamer Pluto, but that 
it is also proposed to build a second new steamer to replace 
the Rainbow. In the meantime, no practical steps are being 
taken to dispose of the two old steamers, the price fixed 
upon them being prohibitory. It is difficult to find words 
to give due expression to such a flagrant breach of faith as 
appears to be in course of being carried out by Sir Harry Orn. 
It is, however, not conceivable that, though Earl GRaNnvILLE 
presides no longer at the Colonial-office, his successor will 
repudiate the engagements which he made. We hope that 
the Straits Association in London will take this matter up 
without delay. 
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THE attendance of Peers on the evening of the China de - 
bate was small, and some disappointment is felt that Lord 
Dersy, who (as Lord Stanley) held the post of Secretary of - 
State for Foreign Affairs, and devoted considerable attention 
to the affairs of China, did not take part in the debate. His 
policy was widely different from that of Lord CuARENDoN, 
but we must conclude that family ties interposed and pre- 
vented his Lordship from expressing his views. The absence 
of the bishops throughout the debate was so marked as to 
excite comment. Notice of Earl Carnarvon’s motion had 
been given several days before, and it might have been er- 
pedel, that the spiritual Lords would have exhibited some 
interest in the fate of their humbler brethren who carry out 
the Divine command to “preach the Gospel to the heathen.’ 
We observed amongst the visitors to the House Mr. Hammonn, 
the Under-Secretary, Sir RurHarrorp ALcock, and Mr, 
Monaan, Consul at Tientsin. 


From the nature of the reply given by the Under-Seore- 
tary for‘the Colonies to Mr. Bowrtne’s question in the House 
of Commons with reference to the Hong Kong gambling 
farm, it is evident that the tax is doomed, and we may 
venture to conclude that no revenue from this source will 
be included in the Estimates for the next year. That 
this view of the question is approved of by the House was 
evidenced by the cheers which greeted the conclusion of Mr. 
Knatousui-Hucessen’s reply, which will be found in an- 
other column. 





Ir will be seen by the statement of Lord Enrrevp tbat the 
seizure of the Sophia Rickmers and Robert Rickmers by the 
French in the China Seas, on the ground of their German 
ownership, is likely to be maintained, and that the transfer 
and use of the British flag was illegal. We suppose our 
Consuls at Shanghai and Saigon were not properly informed 
on the subject, but we shall shortly lay before our readers 
their official reports. 





WE are glad to learn that the Dutch Second Chamber of 
the States-General has again signified its approval of the 
East India Budget, including the scheme for the reorganisa- 
tion of the Preanger Regencies. We are, however, informed 
by our correspondent at Rotterdam that the opposition of 
the Dutch Chambers of Commerce to free trade continues 
unabated, and, in the face of their representations, it is pos- 
sible that the First Chamber may hesitate to confirm the 
act of the Lower House, at least for a time. 


Wr have much pleasure in drawing the attention of our 
readers to the letter of “A Merchant” on the Singapore 
Railway question, which we publish in another column. Our 
correspondent explains the undertaking so clearly and can- 
didly, as to leave no doubt of the value of his information 
and the bona jides of his intentions. 





Wr believe that the appointment of a successor to the 
present Governor-General of the Philippines, who has been 
recalled by the new Government at Madrid, has not yet been 
decided on. The new tariff, which abolishes the long-vexed 
question of differential duties, comes into operation on July 1.

CHINA CUSTOMS QUARTERLY RETURN. 

We have received the quarterly volume of the China Customs Gazette 
published at Shanghai. We shall give a resumé of the returns from 
each of the open ports in our next number. Meanwhile, we may 
mention that the total returns of dues and duties for the quarter end- 
ing September 30th, 1870, were as follows :—Import duty, 542,079 tis. ; 
import duty on opium, 446,615 tls. ; export duty, 1,990,700 tls. ; ton- 
nage dues, 62,359 tls, ; coast trade and daty, 104,824 tls.; transit 
dues, 53,580 tls.; daties collected on native craft, 451 tls.; total, 
8,200,559 tle. The corrected quarterly report for the three months 
ending June 30th, 1870, shows a total of 2,167,877 tls.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

(March 24th.) The Earl of CARNARVON would have been glad had any 
other noble lord undertaken the task of calling the attention of the 
House to the papers which had been published respecting the massacre 
at Tientsin, but in the absence of this he thought it hia duty to bring the 
subject before their lordships. He would first refer to some of the cir- 
cumatances of the case, and then to the inferences naturally to be drawn 
from them. The former were probably ao fresh in their lordships’ 
recollection that he need only briefly recapitulate them. Prior to the 
21st of last June there had been rumours afloat of an unsatisfactory 
natare, and some excitement prevailed. On the 21st, without warn- 
ing, the gongs sounded, and a mob rushed tumultuously to the 
French Consulate, and afterwards to a religious establishment occu- 
pied by some Sisters of Mercy of French, English, Belgian and Irish 
nationality. The French Consul was killed, as also his assistant 
and two French gentlemen and ladies, while the unfortunate Sis- 
ters of Mercy were murdered under circumstances of a revolting 
and fiendish nature. Not content with this, the mob wreaked their 
vengeance on the helpless bodies of the victims, and exhibited more 
of the passion of animals and devils than of men. Meanwhile, dis- 
ciplined Chinese troops, with their officers, stood by, the local autho- 
rities were at least passive, and the Governor of the place, if not an 
actual participator in the crime, attempted no kind of opposition. For 
some days afterwards the European community of Tientsin was left to 
itself, and it was probably owing only to their courage and to the 
friendly assistance of an American captain, who showed the greatest 
humanity and courage, that the mischief spread no further. Now, as 
to the cause of this outrage four theories were laid down. It was at- 
tributed by some to a superstition on the part of the Chinese that the 
Sisters of Mercy were in the habit of kidnapping children for the pur- 
pose of using parts of their bodies on their materia medica. Others, 
and he thought the noble carl opposite rather leant to this view, threw 
blame on the acts of the missionaries. The third theory ascribed it to 
the general hatred of foreigners prevailing in China, and the fourth 
was that the official classes were engaged in and instigators of the 
offence. The firat of these suppositions was obviously untrue, and 
Mr. Wade, our Charge d’Affaires at Peking, who at first believed 
there might be some foundation for it, had entirely abandoned it. 
Moreover, the Chinese authorities admitted that no child had been kid- 
Dapped or purchased, or was missing. As to the second, he was quite 
aware that missionaries, like many other zealous people, sometimes 
acted imprudently, but it was only due to them to say that rather 
more blame had frequently been imputed to them than they deserved, 
and there was nothing in the papers to warrant the belief that they 
were at all responsible in this case. As to the general hatred of foreign- 
ers, there were facta stated in the papers which appeared to strengthen 
this theory. During the last year or two there had been outbreaks 
against foreigners at different places, sometimes successful, sometimes 
suppressed. In one instance the Governor of a province isgned a pro- 
clamation for the purpose of encouraging the belief thata drought had 
been caused by foreigners bathing in the rivers. Indeed, the decrees 
and proclamations put forth by authority had often been animated by 
feelings of the worst character. In the present case hatred of foreign- 
ers in general was manifested, for French and Russians both fell vic- 
tims, and a day or two previously Dr. Frazer was mobbed, but being 
mounted escaped serious injury. In one of the few cases where the 
Chinese authorities had exercised a firm repression, one of them was 
assassinated in his public office. As to the fourth theory, it must 
be remembered that manifestations of animosity had occurred 
both at Tientsin and in other parta of the Empire. For some 
time past placards had been put forth, with official connivance, if not 
authority, denouncing foreigners, and insinuating the groasest charges 
against them ; pamphlets had been issued containing the vilest calum- 
nies, and fans had been printed representing mandarins standing over 
the corpses of Europeans. There had, in fact, been that atmosphere of 
suspicion and animosity which generally preceded such outbreaks. Mr. 
Wade, who was certainly not prejudiced againet the Chinese authori- 
ties, had himself stated that the Governor of Tientsin must have been 
aware of the intended outbreak. What, moreover, occurred subse- 
quently to the outrage? The officer appointed to inquire into it arrived 
late at his post; the inquiry commenced late, nineteen days being 
allowed to go by, and the first stages in the proceedings consisted of a 
charge against the Sisters of Mercy. What, meanwhile, was the action 
of the local authorities? The mandarins immediately seized some 
native Chinese, and for twenty days subjected them to horrible 
tortures, in the hope, it must be assumed, of obtaining some exculpa- 
tory evidence. When the mandarins were themselves called in 
question they virtnally escaped with impunity. Mr. Wade anti- 
cipated that, when committed to prison, their sentence would be 
commuted to banishment, and that this would before long be remitted. 
What was the penalty inflicted on the undoubted murderers? Seven 
days were allowed to pass before any of the criminals werearrested. They 
were then brought to some kind of trial, and, finally, fifteen were pro- 
posed to the representatives of the foreign Powers as fit and proper 
objecta for execution. Mr. Wade protested against this as altogether 
inadequate, and the Chinese Governmeut then proposed that four or 
five additional persons should be executed. Prior to the execution of 
the fifteen criminals the representatives of England, the United States, 
Prusaia, and Russia drew up a joint protest, in which they said :— 

“The undersigned think it their duty to say that this decision, 
taken after a delay of three months, is in no way satisfactory,” 
The execution was conducted ina manner at least suspicious. The 
criminals were not {required to kneel, as was usual, and they were 
taken to the place of execution amid the plaudits of their friends, 
Offering up their lives as public sacrifices to the Chinese hatred of 
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foreigners. He was not surprised that Mr. Wade, in winding up the 
history of the case, commented on the final decree in these terms :— 

‘* It is neither in substance nor form calculated to satisfy the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers, who, having acted throughout as the 
friendly counsellors of China, can hardly fail to consider themselves 
as having been trifled with.” 

These being the facts of the case, there arose the perhaps still more 
serious question—what was the relation between ourselves and the 
Chinese? On the one hand, we were struck with the important com- 
mercial position which we held, and the still vaster fortunes in 
store for us on the opening up of the interior, which were wholly 
undeveloped and abounded in resources; and on the other, with 
the limited spirit of enterprise of the natives, and their readiness to 
carry on trade with Europeans, provided they were allowed by the 
official classes to do go. It was a remarkable fact that during our nu- 
merous wars with China our trade in tea had not been suspended, and 
why? Because the pee le were so anxious to maintain it that even 
though one-half of the Empire was at war with the foreigner the other 
half remained at peace. This justified the hope of a ‘vast expansion of 
our trade if the existing obstructions were peacefully and gradually 
removed. Our position in China depended on our maintaining that 
spirit of enterprise among our commercial commuity which had had a 
footing for so many years and had so largely extended commercial re- 
lations. Lord Russell once stated that the more the point of contact 
between Europeans and Chinese was narrowed, the safer and better it 
would be. With great deference to this opinion, he believed that the 
converse was the fact, and that the more points of contact were multi- 
plied, provided that this was done fairly and discreetly, the better 
would be our prospects. Our position also depended on our recog- 
nising the fact that the community at Tientain was not merely an 
Engfish, but a European one. The American captain to whom he 
had referred as placing his ship at the disposal of the women and 
children entered with heart and soul into the cause, and thongh he 
found no fault with the noble earl, he could not help wishing that oar 
co-operation with the French in this matter had been a little heartier. 
He was no advocate for a vehement or rash policy with regard to the 
Chinese. He thought that in former days that policy was strained too 
far, but that during the last few years he thought we had to a certain ex- 
tent passed from one extreme to the other. It seemed as if we were now 
inclined to trast solely to diplomacy, and to keep the idea of force too 
much in. the background. The Chinese were extremely good diplo- 
matists, perhaps better than ourselves, and when they found that 
despatches such as some in the recent Blue-book, in which it was 
hinted pretty broadly that unless they reversed their line of action we 
should proceed to hostilities, had, as a matter of fact, no result, they 
were inclined to doubt the force and value of our statements. The 
House was, perhaps, aware that a very intelligent Irishman, Mr. 
Hart, was now Inspector-General of Customa in China, and fit 
was no exaggeration to say that he was the adviser of the Chinese 
Government in these matters. He was told that when a despatch 
arrived it was taken to him, and he was asked whether it meant 
peace or war. Mr. Hart, acquainted as he was with European no- 
tions, would reply that it meant peace, whereupon the statements of the 
despatch were disregarded, and its objects fell to the ground. There 
were several points in which there seemed a danger of our losing 
ground. There was the delicate and difficult question of enforcing au- 
diences from the Emperor, This we had confidently anticipated as one 
of the results of Lord Elgin’s Treaty, but the demand had hitherto been 
evaded. It might seem an idle form, but it was still the prevailing 
notion in China that there was only onesovereign ruler in the world, 
the Emperor of China, and that all other nations were tributaries and 
vassals, standing in the light of foreigners and savages. He did not 
press this point on the noble earl, but it was one which required con- 
sideration. Another point, and that vitally affecting our position, re- 
lated to the instructions given at various times to our naval officers on 
the China stations, He was not preparcd to say that those instructions 
bore the interpretations placed on them by the officers, but there ap- 
peared ample ground for misconception, and the sooner this was set 
right the better. Mr. Matheson, a name well known in China, writin 
to the noble earl in September last, stated that the naval officers, it 
was understood, were forbidden by the Admiralty to land their men 
under any circumstances, even when life was threatened, and were to 
confine their assistance to British subjects, to receiving on board their 
vessels those who might when attacked be compelled to seek an asy- 
lum. In answer to this Mr. Otway wrote :— 

‘‘The standing instructions to Her Majesty’s Consuls and naval 
officers in China as to the employment of Her Majesty's ships of war 
are, in cases of great emergency, to protect the lives and properties of 
British subjects if placed in peril by wanton attacks directed against 
them, either on the part of the local authorities or by an uncontrolled 

opular movement.” ; 
This answer was a very guarded one, and though the subject, he was 
aware, was a delicate one, he thought the expressions should have been 
8 little plainer. Almost immediately afterwards the subject was again 
brought forward, and Mr. Medhurat, our Consul at Shanghai, under- 
took to give an interpretation of the instructions. He stated :— 

“ One of the special purposes for which Her Majesty's ships of war 
are stationed in Chinese ports is to afford protection in cases of great 
emergency to the lives and properties of British subjects when impe- 
rilled by wanton attacks, either on the part of the local authorities or 
of uncontrolled masses of people ; but this general definition is quali- 
fied by the warning that the interference of a naval force in any emer- 
gency is alone likely to receive the subsequent approval of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government if it can be clearly shown that without such in- 
terference the lives and property of British subjects would in all pro- 
bability have been sacrificed, and even in such a case Her Majeaty’s 
Government will expect to hear it established to their satisfaction 
that the alternative of rescuing the British subjects by receiving them 
on board was not available.” . 

He atill thought the instruction was@o cautiously explained as to be 
calculated to mislead, and sometimes to discourage officers in the dis- 
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charge of their duty. In another letter it was stated that although the 
instructions did not absolutely and under all circumstances interdict 
commanders of ships from protecting life and property on shore, the 
interpretation put on them by the officers was such that half a foreign 
settlement might be burnt down before they actively intervened. Mr. 
Hammond, writing to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce on the 
28th of December, stated that if an attack on the British settlement 
at any of the ports was imminent, a body of marines might be landed, 
and if these were insufficient a detachment of troops from Hong 
Kong or Japan. He also wished to draw the attention of the noble 
lord opposite to the Treaty of 1858, the restrictions in which, he 
thought, might justly be relaxed. The position of our Minister at 
Peking should algo receive consideration. At the present moment we 
had no Minister in China, the British interests in that country being 
looked after by a Chargé d’ Affaires ; but under ordinary circumstances 
our Minister was confined to Peking, and never left that capital during 
hia term of office, and he thought it advisable that this restriction 
should no longer exist. Upon the military force of the Chinese he 
might remark that they not only possessed a large number of arms 
of precision of the best manufacture, but they had established manu- 
factories of them for themselves. In justification of what he had 
stated, he wished to point out that through these papera there was a 
remarkable concurrence of opinion among those who were best quali- 
fied to judge with reference to the attitude we should adopt in China. 
Thus, Gonsul Lay, writing from Tientsin on the 20th of June, 1879, 
said :— 

“We want a man-of-war here. 
is absent.” 

Mr. Medharat writing from Shanghai, on the 16th July, said :— 

‘*T reported a general uneasinegs in the minds of the natives here. 
This feeling has subsided during the last twenty-four hours, and the 
bearing of the people has lost much of its aggressive character. I 
attribute the change tothe prompt turn out and thoroughly prepared 
condition of the French on the night of the alarm of the 12th, the 
active drilling of volunteers, and to the fact that two vessels of war 
opportunely came into port.’ 

Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, the admiral on the station, writing on the 
21st of July, said :— 

“‘Though the aspect of affairs has greatly improved since I last 
wrote, the condition of China is very critical, and requires a temperate 
but firm attitude of the great Powers.” 

And lastly, Mr. Wade, who had constantly opposed any high-handed 
course being taken by us with reference to the Chinese, said, on the 
18th of October :— 

‘* Had there been a gunboat, English or French, at Tientsin on the 

21st of June, I doubt greatly that the atrocity of that day would have 
been perpetrated.” 
He did not wish it to be supposed because he had laid stress upon the 
importance of the presence of a gunboat that he was in favonr of this 
country taking a high-handed course with regard to China. He 
thought that we could not do the mercantile community interested in 
the Chinese trade a more cruel kindness than to adopt towards China 
an attitude likely to reeult in hostilities. In the first place, the Go- 
vernment should insist—temperately, if you please, but, at all events, 
firmly—upon the terms of the Treaty of 1858 being carried out in their 
integrity ; and in the next place, they should endeavour, whenever op- 
portunity offered, to remove those artificial restrictions which had un- 
doubtedly hindered to a great extent trade communications between 
China and other countries. He also trusted that. while keeping np our 
communications with the Central Government of China, we should not 
permit the local authorities, in the event of the occurrence of outrages 
of this kind, to shelter themselves behind the Central Government, 
but should hold them responsible to a certain extent for such breaches 
of the terms of the Treaty. Ip making these remarks, which were 
intended to draw attention to the critical—he would not say unsatis- 
factory—state of our relations with China, he trusted that he had not 
exceeded the bounds of fair criticism on papers of this kind, regard 
being had to the importance of thesubject. (Hear, hear.) The noble 
earl, who throughout his speech was very indistinctly heard, concluded 
by moving for copies or extracts of correspondence relative to the re- 
vision of the Treaty of 1858. 

Earl GRANVILLE was much obliged to the noble earl for the interest- 
ing speech he had made, which had evidently involved a very careful 
study of the Blue-book on this subject, which was issued the other day. 
The noble earl had called their attention, first, to the outrage at Tientsin, 
and, secondly, to the policy which he thought this country should adopt 
with regard to China. He entirely agreed with the noble earl that 
that outrage: was utterly inexcusable, and, in fact, nobody would think 
of saying a word in its defence. He should also be disposed to agree 
with the noble earl that there were four causes which had contributed 
to bring about that massacre. The first of those causes was, undoubt- 
edly, the superstitious feeling that existed among the lower orders of 
Chinese, who believed that their children were kidnapped into the 
convents for the purpose of their being put to death and their bodies 
made into druga, The second cause was the course adopted by the 
missionaries. But he thought there was a very general opinion that 
any imprudent conduct on the part of the missionaries, particularly in 
an empire like China, was very likely to produce not the progress of 
Christianity, but very unfortunate secular results. (Hear, hear.) The 
Protestant missionaries in China stood on a very different footing from 
the Roman Catholic missionaries established there; they were few in 
number, they had received no encouragement from the Government; 
there were no supposed treaty rights on which they relied, and, gene- 
rally speaking, they were under the superintendence of some large 
missionary societies in this country who had given them very good 
and judicious advice. Again, Great Britain had also important tem- 
poral interests in China in connection with her commerce and her 
Manufactures, whereas, on the other hand, Roman Catholic countries 
had hardly any trade there, and their]great object had been to propa- 

te that Christian creed which they almost unanimously professed. 

here was no doubt a great deal of harm had been done by the 
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missionaries of foreign countries claiming sighs which other Euro- 
peans did not possess in China, and extending that sort of pro- 
tection not merely from persecation, but of a special charac- 
ter over their Chinese converts, which naturally excited so mach 
disgust among their fellow-countrymen. Although the stories 
about their buying children and encouraging others to kidnap 
children with a view to the salvation of their souls could not, 
he believed, be substantiated, yet there was great danger in re- 
spect to the position of Europeans generally in China unless the 
French Government exercised some check over religious bodies, whom 
they would naturally be anxious on other grounds tosupport. Another 
cause adverted to by the noble earl was the hatred of foreigners. Now 
that there should be some dislike to foreignera in China was almoat an 
obvious truism. They all knew that an exclusive system had for 
hundreds of years prevailed there; and it was not very surprising if 
certain circumstances connected with the intercourse of Europeans with 
that country might be calculated to excite among its people some fear 
or distrust. They know the prejudice that existed among the literary 
class in China againat Englishmen, and especially among the ‘ower 
orders, who had not the advantage of education to give them a better 
feeling in regard to them. But the moral he drew from that was that, 
it being our desire to maintain and extend our friendly relations with 
the Chinese, we ought not to be hostile in our language towards them 
nor too intolerant of the habits and customs handed down to them from 
generation to gencration, and which must necessarily take much time 
and patience totally to eradicate. Then came the question as to the su- 
pineness of the Chinese authorities. He was far from saying that there 
had been no such supineness, or that greater activity and vigour in 
taking precautions might not have prevented the massacre; but that 
sometimes happened, unfortunately, in other countrics besides China ; 
and all that we had a right to require was that compensation should 
be given, proper amends made, and the best measures adopted to 
avert such lamentable occurrences in future. No doubt that event 
had filled the country with horror. It was a calamity which it was 
too painfnl to dwell uron ; ceatainly it created a great panic in 
China last summer, which had its rebound in this country. And 
he must say that great credit was due to the official representa- 
tives of Her Majesty in China, who were quite alivee to the gravity 
of the situation, and did all they could to calm the exaggerated 
alarm of their fellow-subjects. (Hear, hear.) While pressing in the 
strongest manner on the Chinese Government the necessity of grant- 
ing redress, they also endeavoured to inspire some feeling of courage 
and hopefalness among the Earopeans. He quite admitted that the 
noble earl’s criticism had been offered in a very fair and conciliatory 
spirit with regard to the policy of both the present Government and 
the Government which preceded it. Considering, however, that there 
was an armed vessel in every Chinese port of the slightest pretension, 
and that only eleven years ago we took Peking and destroyed the Em- 
peror's Summer Palace, he could not think there was any great reason 
to fear that the Chinese, a singularly shrewd nation, would think that 
we meant to trust absolutely to diplomacy alone, and would refuse to 
resort to force in any emergency whatever. The noble earl had ex- 
pressed n hope that the ambiguity in the instructions issued to our 
naval officers would be removed ; but he could not see how he was to 
set about removing any such ambiguity, because he did not conceive 
that any really existed in the instractions sent to those officers and to 
our Consuls by Lord Clarendon. What could be clearer than instrac- 
tions which, while allowing them to protect the lives and property of 
British subjects, stated that they were not totry by force to insist on 

reparation, but were to refer to the Central Power and to the Minister 
at Peking for the redress that was necessary? The noble earl talked 
as if that was a new policy suddenly inaugurated, but it was inaugu- 
rated by Lord Elgin and Sir F. Bruce, and had been followed ever 
since we had a Miniater at Peking. It was true—and the noble earl 
had laid too much streas on the fact—that they had one Ictter from a 
Consul who would have liked to have a man-of-war in the port where 
he was stationed. Now, our Consuls were a most excellent class of 
men, who discharged their duties with great fidelity to their country ; 
but if the British Consul had one weakness in the world, it was his 
wish for the presence of a British man-of-war in front of his 
official residence. (A laugh.) It was exactly to prevent that 
accumulation of ships of war, and to prevent that authority being 
invested in all these local officera, acting sometimes under the 

pressure of panic, sometimes on the representations of a missionary 
body, or of a few merchants congregated together, and who desired to 
bave the knot of some difficulty cut, that that policy was adopted, and 
Her Majesty had no intention of departing from it—the policy that 
our consuls were not to have in their hands what was practically the 
Queen’s prerogative of declaring peace or war in every great port of the 
Chinese Empire. With respect toany misappreheasion as to the possi- 
bility of our naval officera landing men for the protection of the lives 
of British subjects, it rested entirely on two letters which gave no proof 
whatever of the fact. These officers were informed by Mr. Wade 
before he got his instructions from this country that he was in com- 
munication with Admiral Kellett as to the landing of marines for the 
protection of life and property. The noble earl had alluded to our 
Embassy at Peking. Now, our policy was to make the Chinese Go- 
vernment themselves understand that we looked to them with whom we 
had made the treaty to see that its stipulations were carried out. That 
principle possessed every advantage both for ourselves and for China. It 
was for our interest to strengthen rather than to weaken the authority 

of the Central Government of that country ; and it was also for the in- 
terest of the Chinese Government that we should adopt a course which 
would strengthen their control at the extremities of their empire, and 
although this might sometimes involve a little delay, and there might 
be occasions on which we should be obliged to offer the assistance of 
our naval force to co-operate with the Chinese authorities in redress- 

ing what ought not to have existed, yet he thought that in the long 
run we should obtain any just demand we had to make much better 
by that regular mode of proceeding than by pursuing the decentralis- 
ing policy of giving back to the local authorities some of that power 
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which had been, as he believed, wisely taken from them by different 
Ministers. In December, 1868, Lord Derby (then Lord Stanley), as 
Foreign Secretary, gave positive instructions to the effect that the 
complaints of missionaries were to be dealt with, not upon the 
spot, but by a reference to our Minister at Peking. The noble earl 
opposite had adverted to the maintenance and revision of treaty rights. 
Sir Rutherford Alcoak, acting under instructions from Lord Claren- 
don succeeded in obtaining a revised treaty which he sent home from 
Ohina, and which was thought by Lord Clarendon to bea great advance 
on the existing state of things. A different opinion, however, was en- 
tertained by the commercial clagses in this country and in China; and 
Lord Clarendon, without changing his own opinions, felt that the op- 
position of those classes to the new treaty was so universal that one of 
his last official acts was to recommend to the Cabinet that it should 
not be ratified, and his advice was taken accordingly. But Mr. Wade, 
in the absence of Sir Rutherford Alcock, had shown almost every 

uality they could wish to see in the representative of this country in 

hina ; and their lordships might count on Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment doing all {that was in their power to obtain becoming condi- 
tions at the hands of the Chinese Government. (Hear.) 

The Marquis of Saxispury thought there was some ambiguity at 
least in the view which the Government took of the orders sent to our 
naval officers in China. He would not trouble the House more than 
a single moment by reading extracts to show that orders had been 
sent to China that guns and men should not be disembarked for the 
| adele of British subjects in China. On page 174 of the Blue- 

k, Mr. Wade, writing of an application by Acting-Consul Lay for 
assistance in anticipation of attack, said such an attack was, of 
course, a possibility, and he promised to call on the senior officer 
in the North “to relax or obtain relaxation of the standing 
orders so far as to admit of the debarcation of guns and men 
within the settlement.” To what standing order did Mr. Wade refer ? 
Whoever had issued them, they were obviously dangerous to the lives 
as well as the property of every English inhabitant of a Chinese port. 
The noble earl had departed from his usual course in ridiculing the 
desire of the Consuls for protection by attributing their wish for gun- 
boats to the common desire of officials to have an armed force at their 
command. These Consuls had been witnesses to, and almost sufferers 
from, what might be called one of the most frightful catastrophes ever 
heard of. Surely, then, they could be excused if they applied for as- 
sistance with the prospect of a renewal of such occurrences before 
them? Acting-Consul Lay, in a letter to Mr. Wade, on page 175, gave 
a description of the state of Chinese feeling which justified the gravest 
apprehensions. He wrote :— 

“* You are aware that there is still a strong feeling against us in the 

city—I mean borne by the people themselves, and not confined to the 
rowdy class. It was stated that these troubles were caused by these 
rowdies, and that when they were punished all would be well. I 
trusted such might be the case, but it doea not seem to be so. Up- 
wards of 2,000 of these blackguards have run away from Tientsin ; 
hundreds have been seized by the authorities ; and yet, with the city 
clear of them, peace between foreigners and Chinese has not yet been 
established. Excitement still reigns and ill-feeling still exists.’’ 
It was hard indeed that a Consul confronted by this state of things 
should be censured for seeking assistance. He would not criticise the 
policy announced by the noble earl; no doubt centralisation would be 
a very good thing, and it would be eminently satisfactory if European 
Powers could induce the central authority in China to keep its people 
in order at the several ports; but in the meantime, while the ideal 
policy was being carried out, horrible catastrophes might recur again 
and again. The state of things in China corresponded with the state 
of France at the present time. A Government existed in both 
countries unable to insure the lives of those committed to its care, 
while the foreigner protested against the breach of treaties, and 
threatened that if the breach were continued he would attack, not 
the central Government, but the place in which these breaches 
had occurred. Count Bismark had threatened to take the place 
of the Government in Paris, and this policy must always be 
pursued where society was thoroughly disorganised. The Govern- 
ment of China had not the power, if it had the will, to pre- 
vent the feeling against the foreigner culminating in outrage ; and the 
only way of preventing such outrage was. by inspiring fear in the 
very place where it occurred. It was right that missionary difficulties 
and all disputes not involving danger to life should be settled with the 
Central Government; but the desire to fix responsibility upon the 
Chinese authorities should not hinder us from giving by our own acta 
the utmost possible protection to those European inhabitants who 
might otherwise be horribly slaughtered before the Chinese Govern- 
ment had awakened to a sense of its duty. 

Earl Grey asked the noble marquis whether he was prepared to 
say the feeling of hostility was altogether unnatural or to be wondered 
at. No honest man could examine the history of the last five-and 
thirty yeara without coming to the conclusion that China had very 

| wrongs to complain of. (The Marquis of Sauispury: “ Un- 
doubtedly.”) Wars of the most cruel kind, involving the infliction of 
the most frightful suffering, had been waged againat them; and our 
acts alone had not embittered the Chinese against us. The peeping 
rebellion, which had desolated a large part of the Empire, and cause 
more deaths and suffering than any other rebellion in history, he had 
been assured by one of the most distinguished missionaries who ever 
served in China, could be directly traced to the disorganisation of the 
Chinese Government in consequence of their wars with us. Be- 
sides the disorganisation, the natural consequence of our own 
acta, that most horrible traffic in coolies which led to excesses 
and cruelties equal to those perpetrated in the African slave trade 
was continued, notwithstanding attempts upon the part of Govern- 
ment to check it. Could it be a matter of surprise that under these 
circumstances a feeling of hostility to England should exist among the 
Chinese, who distinguish as little between foreigners as Englishmen 
distinguish between Chinamen? He did not favour the policy of 

keeping a large number of ships of war in the neighbourhood of the 
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Chinese ports. He regretted to say that their presence might incite 
some of our countrymen to abuse the safety of their position; it would 
be more prudent to cultivate a feeling among the European popula- 
tion in China that their safety rather depended upon their good heha- 
viour than the presence of gunboats. And when the Chinese authori- 
ties were blamed for not having quelled disorder, he was inclined 
to ask whether they were singular in this? Was England per- 
fectly successful in preventing violence against those who rashly and 
foolishly outraged the feelings and prejudices of the people? Had we 
been able to prevent serious outragea in Birmingham upon anti-Roman 
Catholic lecturers; and could it be supposed that if a Buddhist lec- 
turer were to make his appearance in London, denouncing Our Saviour 
as an impostor, belying the Christian religion, and ridiculing all that 
we hold most sacred, that such a man would not receive summary 
punishment at the hands of an outraged people? Was it then a matter 
of surprise if the same thing happened in China? (Hear, hear.) 
Before sitting down he desired to add a word or two on another 
matter, and that was that in his opinion the importance of not taking 
up matters locally, but of always going to the Imperial Government 
for redress for any wrongs that might be suffered, had been very ia- 
adequately considered by his noble friend behind him. If they took the 
redress into their own hands, as was too much the practice thirty years 
ago, they might possibly succeed for the moment, but in so doing they 
inflicted a blow of the most fatal character upon the Imperial Govern- 
ment. (Hear, hear.) By persevering in that policy they would gra- 
dually break down the Imperial authority altogether, and by degrees 
reduce China to the state of anarchy which prevailed during the Tae- 
ping rebellion. If they destroyed the authority of the Chinese Go- 
vernment, when they considered how many millions of that people 
there were, were they prepared to set up any authority in its place? 
(Hear, hear.) To destroy that authority he believed would be very 
easy for a small force sent from this country, but he believed also that 
the regult of such a policy would be very unfortunate for ourselves, ag 
well as for the Chinese, who for ages had enjoyed, under their exiat- 
ing system of government, a very high measure of peace and happi- 
ness, and had been able to carry on with us a trade lucrative and 
beneficial to both parties. (Hear, hear.) Destruction of the autho- 
rity of the Government might be easy, but to place in its stead a Go- 
vernment capable of maintaining order would prove a more difficalt 
undertaking. For these reasons he could not but confess that he 
viewed with sincere satisfaction the policy which the Government had 
pursued, (Hear, hear.) 

The Duke of Somenser believed, with his noble friend who had just 
sat down, that the policy pursued by the Government was wise and 
prudent, and one in which, ag shown in the Blue-book, he at all events 
failed to see any ambiguity. (Hear, hear.) At page 220, for instance, 
he found the following passage written from the Foreign-office to the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce :— 

“ The general purport of those instructions was that Her Majesty’s 

naval forces are only actively to be employed in China for the pro- 
tection of British life and property, when actually imperilled by acts 
directed against them b: Chinese authorities, or by the violence of 
the Chinese populace, which those authorities might be unable or un- 
willing to control.” 
That he believed to be the right line to lay down as to the interference 
of Her Majesty’s naval force, for from his own connection with tha 
navy he was perfectly aware that it was impossible to give any loose 
instructions to the officers commanding on the station. A young officer 
in command of a gunboat would, for instance, be ready enough to take 
a Chinese town, for he would be only too delighted at the idea of 
having something to do. (‘‘ Hear, hear,” and a laugh.) It was, 
therefore, necessary to exercise some moderation in the instructions 
which they gave. (Hear, hear.) He also concurred in the remarks 
made by Consul Robertson, who, in answer toa letter from the Rev. 
J. Chalmers, giving an account of the destruction of a chapel at Fat- 
shan, said :— 

‘In reply, I have to express my regret at the event, but am not 
at all surprised at its following so ill-judged an event as that of open- 
ing a chapel ata time when a strong anti-migsionary feeling is agi- 
tating the minds of the Chinese, and at a place, too, which has always 
been turbulent and ill-disposed towards foreigners.” 

Again, Consul Robertson, in a letter to Mr. Wade, says :— 

“Such outbreaks as at Tientsin and eleewhere may be settled for 

the time, but certainly the feeling of the Chinese, high and low, ig 
strongly aroused in defence of their ancient |inatitutions and religious 
tenets, which they consider in danger from foreign missionary in- 
tervention.” 
Was it surprising that the people should be easily excited when they 
saw their ancient customs and religion attacked by the missionaries 7 
But the despatches showed how this chapel at Fatshan was destroyed, 
for the Consul said :— 

“My own information leads me to believe that the outbreak wag 

caused by the injadicious prominence given to the opening of this 
establishment at a time when the feelings of the people are strongly 
excited against missionaries.” 
If our countrymen in China would defy the feelings of the people there 
would, of course, be outbreaks ; but he thought the Consul had through- 
out given wise and prudent advice. He concurred in the opinion 
that the policy pursued by the Government wasa sound one, and 
trusted that they would resolutely adhere to it in the future. (Hear.) 

Earl GRaxviLLe desired to say but one word in explanation. It had 
not in any way been his intention to ridicule the conduct of our Con- 
sulg in China. On the contrary, no one who read these papera could, 
he thonght, fail to see that when they were in difficnlty Her Majesty's 
Government had rendered them every assistance in their power. But 
he did not attach much weight to the pleas of those who, clamouring 
for men-of-war and gunboats, arged in support of that plea, the gpi- 
nion of our Consuls, who of course were, naturally enough, favourable 
to their presence. In saying thia, he was not in any way attaching 
blame to the Consuls, for if he were himself a Consul he should pro- 
bably do exactly the same thing. (‘‘ Hear, hear,” and a laugh.) 
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In answer to the Earl of CarnnaRvon, 

Lord Hatrrax read the following extract from the Blue-book re- 
lating to the massacre of Tientsin, observing that, as would be seen 
from a foot-note, the instructions therein referred to had already been 
published in a Parliamentary paper of 1869 :— 

‘¢Mhe general purport of those instructions and of that letter was, 
that Her Majesty’s naval forces are only actively to be empleyes inChina 
for the protection of lifeand property when imperilled by acts directed 
against them by Chinese authorities, or by the violence of the Chinese 
populace which those authorities might be unable or unwilling to 
control, and although it is not expressly stated, yet it is clearly to be 
inferred, from the tenor of the instructions. that it would be con- 
sistent with their spirit and with the policy of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that the senior naval officer on the spot, if satisfied that an 
attack on the British settlement at any of the ports, and specifically 
at Shanghai, was imminent, should disembark, and maintain on shore, 
till the danger was passed, a body of marines, which, however, it 
would be desirable, if pessible, to relieve daily from the ships, go as to 
avoid the appearance of a foreign occupation.” 

The motion was then agreed to. ,

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


GAMBLING AT HONG KONG. 

(March 28rd.) Mr. Bowrte asked the Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies whether Her Majesty’s Government had received 
petition from the Chinese community and others in Hong Kong 
against the gambling-house system at present legalised in that 
colony, and now producing a revenue of 15,800 dollars per month, or 
nearly £40,000 a-year; and whether he had any objection to lay upon 
the table the existing ordinance on the subject and any correspondence 
relating thereto. 

Mr. Knatcnsvutt-Hucessen said that no such petition had been 
received, but the Colonial-office had been informed that a memorial of 
the character alluded to from the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce 
was upon its way, and would probably be received in a few days. The 
existing ordinance was that of 1867, and was laid upon the table of 
the House some two years ago. Sir R. MacDonnell was at present ab- 
sent from the colony on leave, but he would be instructed upon his 
return to consider the whole subject, with a view to putting an end 
to the licensed gambling-house syatem as soon as practicable. (Hear, 
hear.) It would be inconvenient to present an incomplete correspond- 
ence upon the subject. 


CAPTURE OF THE “ RICKMERS’”’ IN CHINA. 

(24th.) Mr. Wurrs asked the Under-Secretary of State for]Foreign 
Affaira whether he had any objection to lay upon the table of the 
House the official despatches from China and Saigon with reference to 
the capture by the French of two British vessels, the Sophia Rickmers 
and the Robert Rickmers. 

Lord Enriztp: The Sophia Rickmers and the Robert Rickmers 
were two German vessels, sold toa Mr. R. Rickmers, styling himaclf a 
British subject, and were captured by the French during the late war 
between France and Germany in the Eastern Seas. Mr. Rickmera, in 
complaining to the Foreign-office, stated that his parents belonged to 
Heligoland, but did not mention whether he had been born in British 
dominions ; he had, however, disqualified himself from becoming the 
owner of a British ship by taking the oath of allegiance to the Frea 
State of Bremen. These ships are now before the Prize Court at Sai- 
gon, and Her Majesty's Government would not consider themselves 
justified in asking for the release of these vessela from the French au- 
thorities, as their Prize Courts have long since decided that the sale 
of an enemy’s ship toa neutral after the commencement of a war does 
not entitle it to exemption from capture on the high seas. There 
will be no objection to produce the correspondence if the hon. gentle- 
man will move for it. 


THE CHINA DEBATE.

(GLOBE. ) 

Lord Granville’s explanation of the canses of the massacre at Tien- 
tsin are not very satisfactory. He admits that there has been blame 
in the matter of propagandism, but shoulders the responsibility off 
Protestant on to Catholic countries, The trade of the former, 
he says, is large, while their missionary effort is small; the trade 
of the latter is commonly limited, but their proselytising pro- 
pensities are strongly developed. We venture to think that 
the missionary question is less important than it seems. The 
practical defect lies in the Consular system and the general admi- 
nistrative function of the local executive, which is reduced to 
a@ mere perfunctory performance under the present central regimé. 
We are by no meang convinced by Lord Granville’s arguments that 
the instructions issued by the Foreign-office are quite so clear as he 
would have us to believe. We cannot help thinking that there must 
be a middle course between absolate delegation of the authority to 
declare war to a subordinate officer and the empowering a Consul to 
ensure the safely of Her Majesty's subjects in foreign countries. We are 
algo at a loss to believe that a Consular system can be perfect which 
does not provide for the removal or reduction of the fundamental evils 
to which Lerd Granville attributes the recent calamity. 

(STANDARD. )

THE CHINA DEBATE IN THE LORDS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
S1z,—As a resident at one of the Treaty Ports in China I lis- 


tened last night, with much interest and anxiety, to the debate 
in the House of Lords, upon the Tientsin Massacre, and upon 
the policy which our Government has adopted for the protection 
of the lives and property of British subjects in the Chinese 
Empire. 


I am disposed to agree with Earl Granville that the four theo- 


ries which the Earl of Carnarvon propounded as to the cause of 
the catastrophe of the 2ist June, 1870, viz., the popular belief 


that children were being kidnapped by the agents of the Sisters 
of Mercy for unholy purposes—the imprudent conduct of certain 


missionaries—the hatred of foreigners in general—and the supine- 
ness of the Chinese authorities—were probably all more or less ope- 


rative in producing the melancholy tragedy of that day, and every 
one will admit also, with his Lordship, that the outrage was 


utterly inexcusable ; but, after such a dire experience, and with 


all the evidence that the Tientsin Blue-book contains of a wide- 
spread feeling of hatred against foreigners, I regretted much to 
find that the Foreign Secretary had no intention of taking any 
steps to relax the instructions by which Her Majesty’s civil and 
naval officers in China are now hampered. 

The charter of our rights in that Empire is the Treaty of 
Tientsin. This treaty was imposed by force, and, theorize as we 
may, by force only, latent or manifest, can its provisions be main- 
tained. It is all very well, no doubt, to hold the Central Govern- 
ment responsible for the safety of foreigners at the ports, but to 
my mind the Marquis of Salisbury hit the right nail on the head 
when he said last night that, whilst this ideal policy was being 
carried out, horrible catastrophes might again and again recur, 
and that, as the Government of China had not the power, if it 
had the will, to prevent the feeling against the foreigners culmi- 
nating in outrage, the only way to prevent such outrage was by 
inspiring fear in the very place where it occurred. 

‘To inspire this wholesome fear, however, prompt action on the 
spot must be often taken, not only to resist aggression, but to 
seize aggressors, and see that these are really brought to justice ; 
for punishment following with speed and certainty any unpro- 
voked attack upon the lives or property of foreigners would un- 
doubtedly be the best guarantee of future safety for both. We 
may admit even, with Earl Grey, that the feeling of hostility 
against us in China is not altogether unnatural or to be wondered 
at, but it cannot be denied that the feeling exists, and this fact 
only gives the greater weignt to Lord Salisbury’s timely warning. 

Her Majesty’s Government, however, all warnings notwitb- 
standing, are determined to carry out their experiment ; but we 
poor residents at the Treaty Ports, the corpora vilia that are ox- 
perimented upon, may be pardoned if we do not regard the de- 
velopment of the present policy in China with that serene equa- 
nimity which characterises some noble lords.—I am, Sir,

THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1R,—As you have known this place for years, and your journal {fs 
largely read by many who are more or less interested in the welfare of 
Singapore, you will, I trust, afford me space for some remarks which 
muy tend to its benefit. You will learn by this mail that the railway which 
has for years been talked of is about to become a reality. The pros- 
pectus has just been issued for that portion which extends from the town to 
Tanjong Pagar, showing, from actual goods traffic, that after allowing 
50 per cent. of the receipts for working expenses, ten per cent. dividend 
will be left to the shareholders, and nearly the whole capital required 
was subscribed at the first meeting held here. 1 wish the promoters had 
been bolder and had at once brouzht forward a larger scheme to embrace 
not only the wharves at New Harbour, but an extension via Tanglin 
Barracks to the Jobore side, as proposed by Colonel Collyer, R.E., while 
he held the office of Chief Engineer nearly ten years ago. The whole 
ine to New Harbour would be very remunerative, and although the 
extension beyond its wharves would not be so at first, yet it would 
doubtless become so ere long, looking to the fact that barely fifty 
years have elapsed since the very first pathway was formed from Sir 
Stamford Raffles’ landing-place, and that the trade which then 
was nil has now nearly reached the annual value of ten mil- 
lions sterling. In order to avoid curves and gradients between New 
Harbour and Tanglin, some cutting and embanking would be re- 
quired ; but such work might easily be done by convict labour at very 
small cost, for which Government would be speedily recouped in the 
saving of carriage alone to the European barracks. The line from 
thence across the island could be advantageously laid in almost any 
direction through Government jungle. It has often been remarked, and it 
certainly redounds little to our national credit, that such an island as this, 
abundantly watered, its coasts teeming with fish, should coutain so few 
villages, and, indeed, should, except in the vicinity of our now cathe- 
dral city, continue in a state of luxuriant jungle, spite of all its advan- 
tages, natural and commercial. Indeed, it has become a saying that 
Singapore only forms a reating-place for Europeans and Chinese until 
they acquire sufficient means to enable them to return to their reepec- 
tive countries. It is in the hopo that some of your readers who have 
acquired wealth in and through Singapore will come forward and assist 
in the development of the island that I trouble you with the fol- 
lowing observations. I believe that during your late visit you en- 
joyved a day’s trip round this island, and probably you then felt 
as mortifiéd as I do now, to observe, that after losing sight of 
the shipping at anchor in the roadstead, nearly the whole area, 
except a few spots near the police stations, or convalescent bun- 
galows erected by Europeans, appeared in the same state of jungle 
as when first acquired by the East India Company. General Ca- 
venagh, our late Governor, and by far the ablest and most zealous 
who ever held that office, if not the first to suggest, certainly appeared 
most anxious to promote the Singapore and New Harbour Railway, and 
I doubt not he would have employed all the means at hie disposal to- 
wards its extension across the island in accordance with his frequently 
expressed sentiments, that additional roads were essential, and would 
be one of the principal means of developing the country. For the present 
uncultivated state of the island the officers of the Indian Government 
are not responsible. They did as much for the advancement of the 
place as the means at their disposal admitted of. The population, as 
you are aware, is mainly engaged in trade, only very few giving heed 
to the development of its agricultural resources, and at this moment 
there is little cultivation of any description going on, except in the vici- 
nity of the town or of the roadways within easy distance of it. Al- 
though the trade has doubled in value during the past fifteen years, 
the population shows little or no increase, nnd this circumstance is 
doubtless in a great measure accounted for by the fact that the cost of 
living and difficulty of obtaining suitable plots of land for cultivation 
within easy reach of the city (the only market) checks permanent 
oc ttlement. 

It was scarcely to be expected that the Indian Government would sanc- 
tion exceptional measures for such a small and distant dependency, and 
one of the special advantages anticipated from the transfer to Colonial 
rule was that such steps could be taken under local management as 
would tend to meet the special requirements of the place, financial, agri- 
cultural, and commercial. The fact that monoy can scarcely be ob- 
tained for any purpose—even tangible securities—under 12 per cent. in- 
terest, alone testifies to the difficulty of funds being forthcoming for 
aveicultural purpuses on any terms, and this indicates the advantages 
that might result from the judicious advance of money for the purpose 
of extending the clearance and cultivation of land, somewhat on the 
terms and conditions which have been so generally availed of at home 
under the Land Drainage Act. The land within easy distance of the 
town, being, a8 you are aware, chiefly occupied by European residents, 
Dut little is available for the cultivation of vegetables, and the Chinese 
have, consequently, to form their gardens at such a distance that, to 
mien who have, as they do, to carry their produce daily to market on their 
own shoulders, there is a bard livelihood. The scarcity and dearness of 
vegetables, poultry, &c., is now much complained of by Europeans as 
well as natives ; indeed, Singapore is largely dependent on supplies from 
distant places, which it is to a considerable extent capable of producing 
within iteelf were the island properly opened up. The necessary ad- 
vances might be made through the medium of our Chinese magistrates 
with little or no risk of ultimate loss to Government, The rearing of 
stock end poultry would also be thus extended, and provender obtained 
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for the increased number of cattle now much wanted to meet the great 
requirements of the shipping, &c., while improved means of communi- 
cation would undoubtedly tend to the agricultural development of the 
island on a permanent basis, and likewise to an increase of its revenue 
from internal sources. Much was expected from a local Legislature, but 
the surplus revenue during the four years of its existence has been ab- 
sorbed in the erection of a Government-house, and the purchase of 
superfluous steamers to an extent that would have sufficed for the con- 
struction of the whole line of railway thruugh the island. It would be 
invidious in me to blame the non-official members of the Council that 
ateps in this direction have not been taken, as they, like myself, are occn- 
pied with their own mercantile operations and have little time to devote 
to the initiation of measures which would be beneficial and tend to the 
general welfare of the colony. Is it too much to expect that capitalists 
at home should co-operate with those in the colony and come forward 
with the comparatively small amount necessary to the accomplishment 
of these objects by investing in the line of railway here indicated. 

The capital already subscribed for a section of the proposed line 
amounts to about £20,000, which gives promise that the more enlarged 
scheme, of which this sum would form perhaps nearly a third, would, if 
properly advocated, meet with the requisite support; and if these ob- 
servations tend in any degree to bring about so desirable a consumma-~ 
tion, my object will have been attained. —Yours faithfully,

: SUEZ CANAL TRAFFIC, 1870. 

A summary of the entire traffic through the Suez Canal, from the 
inauguration in November, 1869, to the end of last year, has been 
published by Messrs. Cory Brothers and Co., as agents for the com- 
pilers, Messrs. C. and A. Bazin, of Port Said, Suez, and Ismailia. The 
tables give the name and full particulars of every vessel that has en- 
tered the Canal during that period. A supplementary pamphlet gives 
similar particulars for the month of January last. The summaries of 
the traffic for the whole term give the following totals :—During the 
fractional month of November, 1869, 10 ships, averaging about 600 
tons each ; in December, 1869, 12 steamships, 7 of which were British ; 
in January, 1870, 16 ships, 12 of which were British; February, 25 
ships, 13 of which were British; March, 47 ships, 34 of which were 
British ; April, 40 ships, 24 of which were British; May, 44 ships, 30 
of which were British ; June, 51 ships, 34 of which were British ; July, 
40 ships, 24 of which were British; August, 42 ships, 27 of which 
were British ; September, 32 ships, 22 of which were British ; October, 
39 ships, of which 30 were British ; November, 42 ships, 30 of which 
were British ; December, 73 ships, of which 39 were British; and 
January, 1871, 74 ships, of which 40 were British. During the year 
1870, of 491 ships which passed through the Canal, 319 were British, 
75 French, 26 Austrian, 8 Spanish, 15 Turkish, 32 Egyptian, 9 Italian, 
8 Ottoman, 2 Dutch, 2 Portuguese, and 1 each Russian, Danish, Greek, . 
Zanzibarian, and American, Noship passed through the Canal under 
the North German flag. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrEerpDAM, March 22. 

The action of the Second Chamber on the 22nd Oct. last has been con- 
firmed by an important majority, 44 against 31 votes, the members thus 
approving for the second time the proposed Preanger rcorganisations, 
notwithstanding that the First Chamber annulled the reorganisation plan 
on its previous introduction ; and, indeed, there was but one argument 
against this measure, which was that the priests would lose much of . 
their income; and this is even denied by the Minister of the Colonial 
Department. Messrs. van de Beele and Fransen van de Putte asserted 
that the measure should have been introduced twenty, nay, forty years 
ago. Mr. van Bosse, in his speech upon the subject, made a brilliant de- 
but; with the greatest eloquence he warned the members against reject- 
ing the Bill, because such a course would have the worst influence upon 
the population. This measure constitutes the abolition of an injustice 
which has prevailed for several centuries. It will effectually put an end 
tothe Preanger “squeezing” system. The First Chamber, which will 
meet on the 27th iustant, will atill have to be consulted; but we may 
hope that after so much fierce discussion, after so many perils, it will 
at last become law. The Opposition in the Second Chamber made ener- 
getic endeavours against the measure. Mr. van Goltstein proposed an 
amendment, in order that the resolution of the Governor-General — 
which was first promulgated and then suspended, because the First Cham- 
ber had not approved of the measure—should not be allowed to take 
effect. This amendment, however, was outvoted by the majority above 
stated. Of course there was but a short debate upon the other sections 
of the Budget, and by 39 against 28 votes the first part—Expenditure— 
was approved of, whilst the second part—Ways and Means — was carried 
by 60 against 11 votes. The question about the wages for planting 
coffee in the Preanger regencies was not decided. Mr. de Waal, the 
former Minister, proposed that f.10 per picul should be paid; the 
Chamber, however, fixed the sum, in accordance with an amendment of 
Mr. Mirandolle, at f.13, the same as is paid in all other parts of Java. 
Mr. van Bosse, however, reduced the pay to f.10, because the Govenor- 
General had already stipulated that this amount should be paid in 1871; 
he, however, acknowledged that the Preanger population was quite 
right in asking f.13, and in the next Budget he will propose that this 
amount shall be paid in the fature. The members are now basy in the 
sections with the examination of the several Budgets which are laid be- 
fore them. Several reports have already been published, but, ncverthe- 
less, rumours say that they will not be discussed until after the Easter 
recess, 

The Handelsblad publishes an important article upon the project of 
the Minister to revise the East India tariff in a liberal sense. Its con- 
clusion is that the basis of the tariff must be abolition of the differential 
import duties within a term of four to six years, to levy an universal 
import duty of five per cent,, and to abulish the export duties,

Launch or A STkAMER FOR THE JAPAN Trapg.—The composite 
screw steamship Washi (the Japanese for Eagle) was launched on the 
22nd inst., from the yard of Bewley, Webb, and Co., North-wall, 
Dublin. The Washi is a very powerful and beautiful steamer, compo- 
site built, viz.: iron frames and wooden planks, is 150 feet between 
perpendiculars, 166 feet over all; 21 feet 9 inches beam; depth (to 
spar deck), 18 feet ; tonnage, gross measurement, 370. Engines, high 
and low pressure combined, inverted direct acting, of 60-horse nower 
(nominal), by Watt and Co.; and draught about 11 feet. The Washi 
has a figure-head representing an eagle, crouched.

We understand that a road steamer is to be shipped out to 
Tientsin, as an experiment to open the goods traffic between Taku 
and Tientsin, and when the Chinese become familiar with, it they 
will no doubt use it in the carriage of coal from the mines. 


Messrs. Malcolm, Brunker, and Co. have shipped off, per Flying 
Spur, for Yokohama, on account of the railway works in progress 
in Japan, two locomotive engines, steam and hand cranes, and 
goods waggons ; and in addition to the sundries named per Prince 
Alfred, she took out forty miles of telegraph wire and instruments, 
to be laid down along the lines. 

A prospectus has been issued by the Realm Marine Insurance 
Company (Limited), with a capital of £800,000, in shares of £20, 
for the eneral business of marine insurance, and at the same 
time with a special view to the trade of Egypt, India, China, and 
Australia.

With reference to these alterations the Shipping and 
Mercantile Gazette says :—Many objectionable articles have been 
withdrawn. The inquisitorial powers and the power of expelling 
members have been refused by the Committee, and the power to 
amalgamate with other societies and corporations has only been 
conceded with such restrictions as will effectually protect the 
assured, whether merchant or shipowner, from the consequences 
which might ensue from the exercise of extensive Parliamentary 
powers by a combination of underwriting interests. The result of 
the opposition to the Bill will be generally regarded with satisfac- 
tion. If Lloyd’s Society aimed simply at incorporation they have 
achieved their object, and should be content. If the promoters of 
the Bill aimed at something more they have deservedly failed.

TEA. 

With the exception of a better demand for fair red-leaf kinds of 
Congou, from 1s. to 1s. 2d. per lb., a fair supply of which came to hand, 
per Borealis, business has been unusually small. Prices have, however, 
been on the whole fairly maintained, Importers generally refraining 
from pressing sales, looking at the favourable prospect of supplies and 
deliveries, the former being likely to prove moderate, whilst the latter 
are progressing on a very satisfactory scale. The public sales of the 
2lst instant comprised 7,927 packages, of which 5,709 packages were 
offered without reserve. 

Red-leaf Congous: siftingsand broken-leaf kinds show no change, 
but the demand continues limited. Fair to good common have been 
firm at the advance last quoted. Common to fair Kaisow kinds have 
met with a ready sale at 3d. to $d. per lb. advance. In good to fine 
and finest Kaisows there has been scarcely any business done. Pak 
Lin kinds show no alteration. Black-leaf kinds: low to common 
kinds show great dulness, and prices have again ruled in favour of 
buyers; good common remains in limited request at about previous 
prices. In fair to good medium kinds there has only been a mode- 
rate business, and prices must be quoted a shade easier. The 
good to fine kinds have not been so saleable. Finest show no 
change. Amoy kinds are saleable in small parcels at the low 
rates last quoted. New-made Canton kinds show no material 
alteration. Oolongs continue depressed ; some parcels sold at public 
auction without reserve show a further decline of 1d. to 2d. per 
Ib. for fair to good kinds.

Red Sea—Shoal of Perim Island.—Information has been received 
from the commander of the steam vessel Evora, that in passing the 
north-west side of Perim Island, the ship grounded in eighteen feet 
water, three-quarters of a mile from the shore, and remained there 
upwards of forty-eight hours. From the position in which the ship 
atruck, the lighthouse bore 8.E. 4 E., and the west point of the island 
8. by W. 4 W. nearly a mile. The water gradually shoaled towards 
the shore, but increased to five and seven fathoms one cable to seaward. 
Mariners are cautioned ia approsehing: this locality, as the extent of 
the shoal ground is yet unknown. ydrographic-office, Admiralty, 
London, 18th March.

ADMIRALTY CHARTS. 

A communication has been received at Lloyd’s, from Singapore, 
stating “that the Clarendon, Heinrichs, from Saigon for Hong Kong, 
struck on the Soubie Reef, in the China Sea, in lat. 11 N., lon. 118 50 
E., at seven p.m. on the 24th December. The chart, No. 69, which 
Captain Heinrichs was using, was marked 75 fathoms, no bottom, 
where the veasel atruck, and there was no broken but a wide patch 
17 yards long by about 10 broad. The depth on the rock was 16 feet 
forward and 15 fatboms abreast of the fore chains, and aft no bottom 
with 60 fathoms line out. In forty-five minutes the vessel came off with 
three feet water in the hold, and in the morning about 2,000 bags of 
rice were thrown overboard, but at seven P.m. the water had increased 
twelve feet. At eight o’clock captain and crew left the vessel. A court 
of inquiry was held at Singapore, and the master’s certificate returned 
to him.” 

In consequence of the above communication the committee sent a 
letter to the Admiralty, and they are informed in reply that the chart 
used by the master of the Clarendon, and on which the reef was not 
marked, could not have been an Admiralty chart, as the number 
given (69) is not the number of the chart of the China Sea published 
by the Admiralty, which is 2,660 B., and on which the reef in ques- 
tion is shown. 

A screw steamer is building at the yard of Messrs. Hall, Russell, 
and Co., Aberdeen, intended for the China trade. The Sun Foo, for 
the China coast, has been launched.
